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Rates«- Freight on the Great Trunk Lines. 

A daily contemporary, which we have found to 
be usually well informed, relates that a good deal 
of pressure is being brought to bear upon the offi- 
cials of the great trunk lines of railroads which 
connect the Atlantic Seaboard and the Great 
West, to promote action on their part towards an 
advance in the rates of eastward bound freight. 
It is asserted in the paragraph here referred to, 
that “ every influence is used to tring roads which 
raise objections to acquiesce in higher rates. 
Stockholders and bondholders appear to be active 
in seeking to influence their official representatives, 
and the money lenders are looking less favorably 
on paper offered by such of the railroads as still 
have floating debts., »For instance, some paper of 
one of the trunk tine whose securities stand high 
in its own city and iy London, was offered for dis- 
count at one of our ‘arge banks. The loan was 
submitted to the bang director who gives most 
attention to railroad “atters, and his decision 
was emphatic, ‘Not # dollar, until rates for 
freight are advanced.’ ‘a. We must dissent in a 
measare from the spirit o.-:pis dbauk direction, and 





from the nature of the effort which is described. 
Some advance in through freights on Western 
staples is probably desirable, but it is not so es 
sential to the prosperity of railroads in good po- 
sition, and cannot be made so great as many sup- 
pose, There are other interests and broader con- 
siderations involved than the mere increase ip 
the earnings of certain railroads or the rivalries 
of great cities. The officials of these great trunk 
lines cannot if they would, and dare not if they 
could, make such an advance in freights—such an 
increase, so to speak, upon the cost of making 
the exchanges of the products of agriculture. 
manufactures and commerce of ihe country, as 
may prove at all burdensome, or so much so as to 
check the returning prosperity of the country. 
Dividends of six per cent per annum are relatively 
as great now as those of eight per cent were a 
few years ago ; and with economy in management 
there is no need nor justification for the extrava- 
gaot earnings which have been regarded as essen- 
tial to the maintenance of the value of railroad 
property. This truth is demonstrated in the fact 
that the New York Central is earning, even at the 
reduced rates of freight, more than its quarterly 
dividends of two per cent. 


To arrive, in a practical manner and by direct 
comparison, at rates that may be esteemed remu- 
nerative, the freight on grain by the steamers ply- 
ing between this port and Liverpool may be cited, 
The rate for the past few years or more has 
ranged from thirteen to seventeen cents per bush- 
el—averaging, perhaps, fifteen cents per sixty 
pounds, The distance is about 3,300 miles ; the 
time eight to ten days, The distance is more 
tban three times that between Chicago and New 
York, the speed rather greater, and the charge 
about the same. ‘Thus the ocean steamers carry 
grain more than three times the distance, in about 
the same time, at about the same charge, ag the 
great trunk lines of railroad carry grain from the 
Mississippi River to the seaboard. To be sure 
the ocean steamers do not have to provide any 
roadway, but it is equally certain that the differ- 
ence in distance and speed ought to compensate 
for that, And we find that the steamers are glad 
to obtain employs ment at these rates ; and that, too, 
ala time when other parts of their business are 





in a very depressed condition, Whence, then, 
the necessity of any great advance in the charges 
by our railroads ? 

To put up, materially, the rates of transporting 
the products of the West to the seaboard, would 
be to impose a serious loss upon a community 
which bes suffered and is still suffering much. 
Prices of breadstuffs and provisions are compara- 
tively low—Spring wheat $1 25 per bushel, corn 
59 cents, and oats 37 cents in this market, De- 
duct the cost of moving these articles from the 
farmer to the consumer, and the farmer finds but 
a small margin left to him, while the consumer 
finds abundant ground for complaint in the high 
cost of living, An advance in railroad freights 
to the amount of three per cent on the above 
named staples would so cripple trade that it may 
be safely estimated these great trunk lines would 
be injured quite as much as benefitted, for. the 
present at least, The officers of the great truok 
lines pre therefore quite justified in moving cau- 
tiously in this business, It would be much more 
reasonable to advance passenger fares, At any 
rate, it is to be hcped that advanced rates of 
freight will be put off as long as possible, and 
when they are put up, it will be with moderation 
and judgment. 





Boston and Albany Railroad. 

From the report of the Boston and Albany 
Railrcad Company, made to the Railroad Com- 
missioners, for the year ending September 30, 
1876, we learn that the total receipts were $7,074,- 
758, against $7,869.953 the previous year—a de- 
crease of $795,196 ; the expenses were $4,682,994, 
against $5,371,902 last year—a decrease of $688,- 
908 ; the net balance of income was $2,391,764, 
against $2,498,050 in 1875—a decrease of $106,- 
287, Although there is a considerable reduction 
in all the main items of receipts ard expenses, the 
actual tonnage of freight is larger than last sear, 
the respective figures being 2,541,274 tons in 1876, 
to 2,439,472 in 1875. The number of tons car- 
tied one mile was 301,624,788, against 282,309,- 
789 the previous year, 

Notwithstanding Centennial travel, the number 
of passengers carried one mile is 110,644,410, 
against 122,063,386, last year, . The total number 
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have been carried at an average rate of 2.87 cents 
per mile, or one mill less than last year, and 
freight at an average of 2.21 cents per mile, The 
total amount of the permanent invesiments of the 
company is $29,146,934, and the gross debt is $8,- 
707,938. The funded debt amounts to $7,000,000, 
of which $5,000,000 is at 7 per cent and the re- 
mainder at 6. The smount charged to construc- 
tion acconnt, last year, was $291,180. The re- 
port shows 6,383 stockholders, of whom 4,613 re- 
side in Massachusetts; and of the $20,000,000 
stock, $17,538,200 is held in that State. The total 
number of miles operated by the company is 
321.48, exclusive of 161.65 miles of siding. 

The company have 239 locomotives, 244 pas- 
senger and baggage cars and 4,816 freight cars on 
a basis of eight wheels. Of the transportation ex- 
pense items below, $840,608 is for salaries of 
freight employes, $484,293 for the salaries of pas- 
senger employes, $730,318 for fuel, $355,555 for 
taxes, $180,419 for the salaries of switch, watch 
and signal men, and $63,988 for oil and waste 
cotton,

in 1875, showing that in the ordinary expenses of 
working there has been w decrease of £18,882, or 
2.69 per cent, against an increase in gross receipts 
of 4.84 percent. Adding the increase in gross re- 
ceipts of £43,210 to the above decrease in the or- 
dinary werking expenses of £18,882, makes a to- 
tal of £62,092, which represents the improvement 
in the half-year’s working, as compared with 1875, 
and is equal to fully 614 per cent of the gross re 
ceipts.

The outbreak of competition amongst the trunk 
lines running to the Atlantic seaboard, and the 
general war of rates (more fully referred to here- 
after) which commenced in April last, compelled 
all companies to carry, during the remaining por- 
tion of the half year, at excessively low rates, and 
thus unfortunately neutralized all the advantages 
to the company from the exceptional mildness of 
last winter, and from the economies which have 
been introduced into every department Duriog 
the first quarte:, the gross receipts were consider- 
ably increased, and the result of the working was 
to leave a net revenue of £42 000 in excess of the 
same quarter in 1875, at the same time that an 
additional amount of £26,000 was charged for re- 
newals, so that the comparative improvement in 
the working for the first quarter was £68,000. 
During the second quarter the gross receipts re- 
mained nearly statiovary as compared with 1875, 
whilst an increase of 89,400 in the number of 
tons carried, by the increased work required, ab- 
sorbed slightly more than all the saviogs in the 
ordinary working expenses, and thus reduced the 
amount representing the improvement in the 
working for the whole half-year to £62,000. The 
charge in this second quarter for renewals in ex- 
cess of the same period in 1875 made up the total 
charge of £51,370, and left the amount available 
to meet the increased interest charges about £11,- 
000. The passenger receipts were less by £22,- 
238, or 8.62 per cent, but the numbers carried 
were less ovly by 7,627, or about 1 per cent, as 
compared with 1875, Irrespective of the slight 
falling off in numbers, the decrease in receipts 
resulted principally from the shorter average dis- 
tance traveled hy each passenger, which was fully 
7 per cent less than the average distance in 1875, 
the proportionate average fares being nearly the 
same, This loss in passenger traffic was substan- 
tially a loss of net revenue, as it of course was im- 
possibly suddenly to alter the train service, The 
increased receipts from freight traffic were £72.- 
853, or 12.80 per cent, and the increased tonnage 
carried was 162,701, or 18.48 per cent, The fol- 
lowing shows the diminution in the average rates 
for freight per ton per mile since 1873, comparing 
each year with the preceding, viz: Comparing 
1876 with 1875, 12 per cent; with 1874, 28 per 
cent ; and with 1873, 37 per cent, Had the same 
average rates per toc per mile for freight been Te- 
ceived in 1876 as in 1873, the gross receipts of 
the company would have been increased by not 
less than £350,000 during the past half-year. The 
total number of passengers carried was 869,549, 
against 877,176; and the quantity of freight was 
1,042,922, against 880,221 tons, The average re- 
ceipt per passenger was 5s, 8d., against 6s. 1 }ed., 
and per ton of freight 12s, 3d., egainst 138, 4d. 
Although the gross receipts have been increased 
by £43,210, or 4.84 per cent, and the amount of 
work done, as represented by the additional car 
miles ran, is 2344 per cert greater than in 1875, 
the working expenses, charged on the same basis 
as in 1875, were £18,883, or 2.69 per cent less, 
and the following gives the details of the reduc- 
tions effected, viz :

The additional charge for renewals during the 
half-year of £51,370 absorbed the whole of this 
saving, as well as £32,500 of the increased gross 
receipts, The total expenditure for maintenance 
of way and renewals was £88,642. There was a 
reduction in the expenses of maintenance of £4, 
060, bat an additional charge for renewals of 
£26,712, ¢o that the total addition to the charges 
in tois department was £22,652, Owing to the 
longer period during which work can be done, the 
renewals in this department aré carried on much 
more extensively in the December than in the 
June half-year, and the charge during the latter 
half of 1876 will, as usual, be proportionately in- 
creased, No charge for laying down steel bas 
been made against capital during the half-year.

The grant to the California and Oregon R. R. 
Co. provides that where lands are lost to the com- 
pany by reason 0! previous grants or reservations, 
they can be made good from an indemnity grant 
of ten miles wide on either side of the twenty mile 
limit, which insares to the railroad company the 
full amount of land granted. The value of these 
lands, at the Government minimum price for ud- 
joiniog lands, $2 50 per acre, would be $29,306,- 


A large portion of this is the choicest agricul 
tural and timber land in the country, aod will 
sell for a mach greater price, 

The policy of the company has been to sell its 
farming Jands at low prices, and on easy terme of 
paymert, to actual settlers, believing the best in- 
terests of the company are promoted by selliog in 
limited quantities to those who will cultivate the 
soil, and who will own the land they cultivate. 
By this means an indastrious, agricultural popu- 
Jation is invited, whose improvements and the 
product of whose labor, tend to enhance the value 
of the unsold lands. ‘ 

Most of the lands that have been sold were pur- 
chased for gold, on a credit of five years ; a pay- 
meut of twenty per cent. being made at the time 
of purchase, the remainder to be paid at the end 
of the term, with annual interest, payable in ad- 
vance, on ail sums remainiog due, 

No sales have been made within the past year 
except for gold. 

There were sold, prior to October 1, 1870, 127,-

The timber lands of the company, while intrin 
sically. valuable could not be readily sold for a 
few years after the completion of the road, for the 
reason that the alternate even sections were re- 
served from sale by the Goverrment, and, under 
the theory of the law, they were only subject to 
preemption and could not be disposed of in any 
other manner, The proprietors of the saw-mills 
found it to be cheaper to pay their employes for 
filing a pre-emption—and thus obtained some kind 
of authority tu remove the timber—than it was 
to buy the odd numbered sections from the rail- 
road company at Government price. All of the 
even numbered sections within a reasonable dis- 
tance of the line of the road are now thus appro 
priated, and the demand for the railroad timbder 
lands is yearly increasing, and enhanced prices 
are obtained. The rapidly increasing settlement 
of the country, and the vast amounts of timber 
used in the mines in the State of Nevada, cause 
an increased demand for this class of lands. 

The large tracts of land near the line of the 
road in Nevada, and called “ desert” land are 
found to produce largely wherever water can be 
obtained for their irrigation. Within the past 
year this department bas made many sales of this 
class of lands to actual settlers, who find that they 
can be profitably cultivated. 

A demand has arisen for the lands of the com- 
pany in Utah, none of which have as yet been 
sold, Some eatensive schemes for irrigation are 
contemplated in Malade Valley, Utab, which, if 
carried into actual operation, will create a large 
demand for lands in that vicinity. Daring the 
present summer these Jands will be graded and 
solid to actual settlers, The delay in making sales 
in Utah bas arisen from the fact that, until within 
the past year, the department of the Genera) Land 
Office at Washington failed to matk the line of 
division between the lands of this road and the 
Onion Pacific, and it was considered best that no 
sales should be made uatil this line was defiuite- 
ly fixed. 

It is estimated that at least 60,000 persons will 
come to this State during the present year, with 
the intention of making California their perma- 
nent home, This rapid increase of population 
will create a large demand for land. 

Heretofore, so much fas been done towards in- 
ducing immigrants to settle in the Scuttern 
counties that a large portion of the immigration 
sought that part of the State, and the large tracts 
of farming and grazing land in the Northern por- 
tion, where irrigation is not a recessity and where 
crops never fail, have been neglected. In a short 
time these lands will be sought for and they can 
be sold for enhanced prices, Several flume and 
Inmber companies “have been formed, and flumes 
constructed, in Butte and Tehama counties across 
the lands of the compary, with capital invested of 
more than $250,000. These wil! briog into mar- 
ket the large tracts of the forests of sugar pine 
on the lands of the company, and greatly increase 
its revenue from this source. Each year. as the 
state increases in population, it is found that lands 
increase in value, and that lands heretofore unsale- 
able become of value. The lands of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company may be regarded as 
among its most valuable assets,

Sunbury and Lewistown Railroad. 

At a meeting of the bondholders of the Sun- 
bury and Lewistown Railroad, held in Philadel- 
pbia on the 4th inst., Mr. James H. Campbell, on 
behalf of tbe attorneys for the bondholders, pre- 
vented the second report of a committee who par- 
chased the road on behalf of the bundbolders at 
the time of the sale nnder the foreclosure of the 
mortgage, The report states that at a. meeting 
held at the Girard House on the 23th of January, : 





1876, the committee was directed to expose the 
road to public sale on March 9th, 1876, provided 
it was not disposed of at private sale before March 


Ist, the terms being that $150,000 should be paid 
at the time of sale. After the failure of private 
efforts to sel! the road it was duly advertised and 
put up at auction on March 9th, when it was bid 
to $153,000, the committee having started the 
bidding at $150,000. The sale was thep adjourned 
until March 23d, and Mr, J. K. Valentine became 
the purchaser for other parties for $161,000. 

After piying all claims the treasurer, Mr. Josiah 
Hart, bas in hand $11,254 31 for distribution, 
There is also a claim of upwards of $8000 against 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, which it is 
believed may be secured, fhe report was signed 
by Josiah Hart and Wm. Budd Deacon, 

The committee submitted a resolution adopting 
the report. aad providing for the appointment of 
three auditors to audit the accounts of the treas- 
urer, aod to make arrangements for the distribu- 
tion of the money in his hands. The resolution 
was adopted and the anditors J; M. Wetherill J. 
B. Smith and J. 8, J. McConnel were continued, 
The meeting then adjourned,

New York Elevated Railroad. 

This road is now doing a very large business, 
Its average number of passengers is about 8,000 
per day, The Sunday average is about 4,000. 
All the injunctions against the road are removed, 
except that which prevents its crossing the Bat- 
tery, and the officers of the company are sanguine 
of success in that case. If this injunction is re- 
moved, the terniinus will be changed from its 
present piace to the South Ferry, The founda- 
tions are all in on this. new part of the line, and 
the iron is ready to be put up at once, The plan 
of two posts and a girder which is there used willl 
be adopted in the future on all new switches and 
any extension of the main track, as it is consider- 
ed the best, and will allow of three tracks side by 
side. J, A. Cowing, the Secretary and Treasurer 


of the company, says that the managers intend 
ultimately to make the road a double track road 
thrcughout, Within two or three weeks they ex- 
pect to finish the switch between Ninth and Twen. 
ty-first sts. as the foundations are in and only a 
portion of the iron superstructure is to be erected, 
When this is completed trains will be run each 
Way at intervals of 744 minutes between 5:30 a. 
m.and 8p.m. From 8 toll a. m., and from 3 to 
6 p. m. these trains will be run io sections—a 
dommy and two or three cars to a section—as at 
present, one section passing certain stations with- 
out stopping, the next passing stations at which 
the first stopped, and so on. There will be no 
changes in the rates at present, The company is 





now running 14 dummies and: 27 cars, and has 8 
new cars and 2 dummies ready to be put on the 
road when the switch is finished at Twenty-first 
st. Those now in use make up 164 trains daily, 
which ron 82 round trips, The total length of 
the direct track is 5 miles, while the turnouts and 
switches measure 244 miles more, 





Rallroads in Texas; 

Messrs, Forster, Ludlow & Co., in their circular 
for November, say that railroad building contin- 
nes very active in Texas, more so there than in 
any other State, The International Railroad will 
reach Austin by the end of this month, perbaps 
sooner. This great trunk line will then have the 
capital of Texas for its terminus, The Texas and 
New Orlesns Railroad is now pushed from Hous- 
ton to Sabine, and cars are ncw probably runnirg 
to that city. The distances from Houston to New 
Orleans are as follows: Houston to Orange, 108 
miles; Orange to Donaldsonville, La., 138 miles ; 
Doualdsonville to New Orleans, 76 miles—total, 
322 miles. Of this, 184 m‘les are finished, leaving 
a gap of 188 miles between Orange and Donald- 
sonville, the most of which is graded, and through 
connections are expected in 12 months, The 
East Line Railroad is now running to Lassater’s 
Store, in Cass County, and will be pushed rapidly 
to Sulphur Springs, The Great Northern Railroad 
is surveying at Mineola, and the Trans-Continen- 
tal is putting its line into first rate condition for 
accelerated passenger trains from Texarcana to 
Sherman. The Gulf, Western Texas and Pacific 
Railroad, advertised to be sold in December for 
the benefit of the bondholders, will be bought by 
Charles Morgan, who, it is said, intends to resume 
its operation and extension toward Austin, 





A Visit to the Coal and Iron Fields. 

The recent visit of Mr, Joho Walter, the pro- 
pristor of the London Times, was made the occa- 
sion of many demonstrations of respect for his 
character and services. One of the most satisfac- 
tory of these marks of esteem was the invitation 
to vitit the coal and iron regions of Pennsylvania, 
extended to Mr. Walter by Mr. Gowen, in bebalf 
of the Philadelphia and Reading, and by Judge 
Packer of the Lebigh Valley Railroad Companies. 
The guests were Mr. and Mrs, Walter and their 
son and Dr, Siemens, one of the great authorities 
in telegraphing, steel making and other leading 
jodustries in which scientific discoveries have 
been so largely made practical, Dr. Siemens 
was accompanied by his wife and by two nephews, 
who are his assistants in the great business of the 
new Atlantic cable. Dr. Charles Austin the spe- 
cial correspondent of the London Times in this 
country, Colone) Sandford of the British Centen- 
nial Commission, and others, accompanied the 
party. Mr. Gowen assisted by Mr. Wooten, the 
General Superintendent of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad, and Mr. Eckley Coxe, of the 
Drifton Coal Mines, took Messrs. Walter and Sie- 
mens on their special engine along the line of the 
Reading and Lebanon Valley Railroads, to the 
great Cornwall Iron Mines, and the company 
lunched at Mr, G. Dawson Coleman's, The mep 
of science and the railroad and mining men went 
on directly to Mr. Coxe’s mines at Jeddo, where 
at night a very thorough examination was made 
of the Lehigh coal operations and of the distinct- 
ively American methods of developing our coal 
fields, The rest of the party were taken over the 





eading lines to Brookside, where a very import- 


ant mine with its huge coal breaker was thorough- 
ly inspected, The night was spent at Mount Car- 
bon, and most of the visitors walked up to Potts- 
ville to see that busy coal centre. 

The second day’s journey was over the eastern 
portion of the Reading's lines to the Lebigh Val- 
ley’s territory, Visits at Bethlehem were paid to 
the steel and iron works, where Dr, Siemens saw 
bis-own useful invent‘ons iu actual operation, and 
explained their working to the other visitors, Mr. 
Walter was much interested in the success of Mr. 
Wooten’s new inventiun for using coal dust as 
fuel, saving an enormous waste, now incident to 
our system of coal breaking, and was sanyuine 
that it would be introduced in Europe along with 
other American labor and money saving process- 


Pennsylvania and Perkiomen Valley and Reading 
Railroads, and the guests all were strongly im- 
pressed with the vast wealth of the conntry 
through which they bad been so wellled. It was 
a visit that cannot fail to be of use in bringicg 
home to our foreign visitors the importance of our 
coal and iron interests, and of the skill and energy 
with which they are developed. 





A correspondent writing from Alliance, Ohio, 
under date November 3, 1876, says: 

The Lake Erie, Alliance and Wheeling Narrow 
Gauge Railroad bas 30 miles graded and with ties 
distributed along the line. Track laying com-

California Railroads. 

The Felton Railroad Company bas received a 
large quantity of iron with which it proposes to 
replace the light rails now in use. 

The Stockton and Ione Narrow Gauge Railroad 
is now completed to within two or three miles of 
lone city. It is expected to be in running order 
in two or three weeks. 

There are 48 lines of railroads and branches in 
California, with an aggregate length of 1,79914 
miles, of these 14 are private roads, with a lenyth 
of 5834 miles. There are 1261¢ miles of narrow 
guage railroads in the State. 

Ata large railroad meeting held at San Ber- 
nardino, Cal., it was resuived to build a railroad 
to connect that place with the failroad system of 
California. 

The Visalia Iron Age says that the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company has about 600 hands at 
work between Goshen and Cross creek gzading 
roadway, The line leaves the San Joaquin valley 
branch about a half mile north of Goshen and 
runs north of the Graniteville road till just beyond 
the Cross creex bridge. Most of the work now 
being done is in the immediate vicinity of the 
latter point. Several miies have beeu graded. 

The San Diego World says that the people of 
San Bernardino propose to build a railroad to 
Colton, and to continue it to Mound City so that 
when the Southern Pacific Railroad Company has 
completed its line between Mohave Station and 
the San Gregorio pass, it may be induced to con- 
nect at San Bernardino. 


( The citizens of Dennysville, Washington 
County, Maine, held a town meeting on the 24th 
ult, and reaffirmed their unanimous vote of last 
year to give aid to the Shore Line Railroad, and 
ordered their Selectmen to pay over the first as- 
sessment of the company at once, The final loca- 
tion of the road was commenced at Ellsworth on 
the 19th ult, The first assessment becomes due

The Coal Trade. 

The total tonnage for the week ending 28th 
ult,, as reported by all the companies, amounted 
fo 579,990 tons, against 638,655 tons in corres- 
ponding week last year, a decrease of 55,658 
tons, The total amonnt of anthracite mined for 
the year is 15,000,289 tons, against 16,959,663 
for same period last year, a decrease of 1,959,674 
tons. The quantity of bituminous coal sent to 
market for the week was 83,412 tons, against 82,- 
660 tons for corresponding week last year, a de- 
crease of 752 tons. The whole bituminous ton- 
nage from the beginning of the coal year is 2,- 
989,498 tons, ageinst 3,293,149 tons in correspond- 
ing time last year, a decrease of 302,651 tons, The 
total tonnage of all kinds of coal for the week is 
663,402 tons, against 718,318 to corresponding date 
last year, a decrease of 54,916 tons, and the total 
tonnage for the coal year is 17,989,787 tons, 
against 20,253,112 tons to same date last year, a 
decrease of 2,268,325 tons. The receipts at Perth 
Amboy for the week ending October 28 were 
19,977 tons, and shipped 32,139 tons, leaving a 
stock on hand of 87,942 tons. The quanti'y of 
coal and coke carried over the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road during the last week was 115,756 tons, of 
which 101,676 toons were coal and 14,080 tons 
coke, The total carrjed this year is 3,608,305 tons, 
of which 2,904,836 were coal and 598,638 coke, 
This total embraces all the coal carried over the 
road, east and west.—Phila. Ledger, Nov. 6.

The Cumberland Alleganian has a lengthy edi- 
torial on the vexed question of the Baltimore and 
| Ohio Railroad Company’s iuterest in the Consoli- 
| dated Coal Company’s railroad, Tyat paper has 
| ascertained that the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
is owner of 35,000 shares of the Consolidated road, 
which rc presents only about one-third of the con- 
{cern’s capital, And the Alleganian asseits that 
what the Baltimore a.@ Ohio railroad. wants with 
the Consolidation road is not only to ship coal to 
the Eastern market, but to divert that shipment 
entirely to itself from the Chesapeake and Ohio 
canal, thus effectually crippling the canal and 


The same paper states that the Baltimore and 
Obio railroad purchases every share of Consolida- 
tion offered in the market, and they may thus 
eventually attain control of the Consolidation 
road ; in which event, the Alleganian argues, the 
canal stock and bondholders will gain no ducats 
from their long time investments in that narrow 
inland sea, Aod, therefore, it advises that the 
canal bolders build a railroad which shall be as 
similar a feeder to the canal as the Consolidated 
road now is. But itis suggested that a cheaper 
and more effectual plan would be for the canal 
owrers to buy the Consolijated road before the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad buys it—if the latter 
really has any such design as the alleged one of 
throttling the canal,
